Oakland, January 17th. The Deaf, 
Dumb and Blind Institute was totally 
destroyed by lire this evening. The 
children were fell saved unharmed. The 
lire broke out in the roof from sparks 
from the kitchen chimney, and the llames 
spread with such rapidity that there was 
no opportunity to save much of tho fur- 
nil ure. The discovery of the burning 
root was made about, ten minutes past 

four o'clock, and the Superintendent, 
Mr. Wilkinson, and his assistants, at 
once set to work to remove the children, 
of whom there were between ninety and 
one hundred. These were laken tern 
porarily into tho workshops, and subse 

quently removed to oomfbrtable quartan 

in the houses of neighboring families, lo 
the University boarding house and to 
Mel 'lure's Military Academy. The chil- 
dren were without head covering and 
used bedspreads instead of hats. The 
Hamcs were visible in Oakland, and tho 
report, that tho Institute was on lire 
Created agree! deal of excitement. Ilun 
di-eds of people went out, 00 the cars and 
in private conveyances Of all kinds for 
the purpose of rendering assistance. The 

Superintendent, received oilers of shelter 
and assistance for the children from all 
sides, as great anxiety was felt; on behalf 

of the unfortunates, Ahout half an hour 

after Ihe lire broke out the roof fell in 
and soon after the entire wood wank of 
the building was one solid mass of Haines. 
The stone walls remained standing until 
about half-past six o'clock, when one 
after another they toppled o\er and fell. 
Some of the shops were burned. 

A number of tho students of the I'ui 
versify were present and rendered valu- 
able assistanee in saving furniture and 
preventing tho work shops nearest, to the 
main building from catching lire. \Y. 
E, Turner took a number of the children 
to his home, and Mrs. Haste provided 
for others at, her residence. The \a 
rious groups of children, who were thus 
disposed of for the night were sent sway 
in charge of dill'uront teachers.
